Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 13, 15, 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 13 and 15 recites the limitation "the edge extraction" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 21 and 23 are dependent on claims 13 and 15 respectively and therefore, 
are rejected also. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Face recognition using the HAVNET neural network, by Altaf et al (SPIE Vol. 
2492/873-883). 

With respect to claim 1 , Altaf discloses a face recognition system in that a 
binarized image is compared to the face model (see figure 1 object learning and object 
recognition) face model is subject to the multiple two dimensional transform, (see figure 
1 , edge detection edge enhancement), and the comparison is done on the basis of the 
Hausdorff spacing, (see page 875, section 3 the HAVENET i.e. Hausdorff distance as a 
metric of similarity is employed for the purpose of recognition) as claimed. However, he 
fails to disclose the dot group of the image, as claimed. But, mentioned on page 874 
section 2.1 the image acquisition is done by a camera that produces 640x480 pixels this 
is obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art at the time of invention to simply use the 
pixel image as the "dot image" as claimed. This modification produces a method and 
apparatus to be use in the face recognition to simply find a face in an image. 
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With respect to claim 2, he further discloses binarized image is derived from the 
original image by means of edge extraction, (see section 2.2 page 874) as claimed. 

With respect to claims 25-27, he further discloses, the measure of the Hausdorff 
on the basis of the average value of a certain percentage the percentage is between 0 
and 100, Hausdorff measure on the basis of the dots, and calculating the Hausdroff, 
(see page 877 section 3.3 and the percentage between 0 and 100 covers all the values 
therefore any value between that is OK and the reference states that some distance is 
measured therefore 0 to 100 is covered) as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 9-12, 14, 16-20, 22 and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Furthermore, claims 13, 
15, 21 and 23 will be allowed once the rejection under 35 USC 1 12 as set above is also 
overcome.
